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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Initially, the Office previously allowed claims 1-39, but the prosecution was suspended 
due to potential interference, ex parte. As a result, the Board of Appeal and Interference ruled in 
favor of junior party, i.e., Applicant. 



2. Therefore, claims^2-39 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: the prior art(s) of record fails to teach combined limitations, as claimed, 
therein. Specially, the prior art(s) of record fails to teach, determining multiple set of first keys 
and a second key corresponding to group of data in a first storage unit and second group of data 
stored in second unit, respectively and designating and transmission and comparing the second 
key with the multiple set of first keys and determining for appropriate actions based on the result 
of the comparison. For instance, transmitting data from a designated source to a designated 
receiver, if the comparison shows that the keys does not match and leaving the data in the 
designated receiver unchanged, if the second key does match with at least one of the first key. 
The reason of allowance is given in light of specification and remark on pages 2-6, filed 
7/26/2001, which clearly distinguished over prior art(s).
